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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Since Applicant's after-final amendments filed 
05/07/2009 appear to overcome the 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, rejection, and since the amended claims appear to have the same scope 
as the claims presented previously, upon further appeal, the Office will remove the 35 USC 112, first paragraph, rejection, while the 
previous art rejections (including the ODP rejections) will be re-applied, as was pointed out earlier, during the telephone interview of 
04/17/2009. During the interview, the detailed explanations of all of the 112, first and second paragraph, rejections, have been also 
provided to the Applicant's representative. 

Applicant' argues that the 112, first and second paragraph, rejections were raised by the Examiner in the Final Office Action for the first 
time, and that for this reason, the finality should be withdrawn.. Examiner strongly disagrees and emphasizes that ALL of the 35 USC 112 
issues were either initially raised in the Non-Final Office Action of 07/09/2008 (such as the 1 12, second paragraph, rejection regarding the 
lack of antecedent bases for the recess in claim 3 ), or were made in the Final Office Action as being CAUSED by the Applicant's 
amendments filed 11/10/2008 (namely, the 112, first paragraph, rejection and the 112, second paragraph, rejections regarding the 
"opposed edges of the plate"; the reaction surfaces "pre-deposited in bound arrays;"the "clamps" in claim 4; or regarding the lack of 
antecedent bases for the "each pair of clamps" in claim 6). Therefore, there are NO GROUNDS for the finality withdrawal. 
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
